(By Old P.ayer.)

Spectators Must Set an Example.

Only by those 
means can we get the best of foot- 
ball year by year.

playing Soccer, 85 Rugby League. 
Keep in mind that in these schools 
a big percentage plays both codes. 
In the primary schools each code 
has 52 nurseries, in the commer- 
cial and junior teehnical section 
each has 22, in the high and in- 
termediate high Soccer has i4 
Rugby League 11. — 

Rugby League has four grades 
in each of the twa last-named 
classes of schools, two grades in 
the primary schools, and has in 
action each week 129 teams, an 
average of 12.9 teams per grade, 
representing 1806 players mini-

Soccer has but two grades in 
each section in action each week — 
123 teams, an average of 20.5 
teams per grade, representing 
1476 players minimum. 


Considering that Rugby League 
has spent £500 in providing chal- 
lenge shields, gives footballs, re- 
ferees, and season tickets to 
sportmasters and boys as an in- 
ducement, Soccer gains in com-_ 
parison. It jis not admitted that 
Soccer should not act similarly, 
put, finance is the’ bar.

CALL TO OLD PLAYERS. 


The shortage of referees in the 
metropolis is insistently heard. 
The appeal to players who are 
giving up the game to try referee- 
ing usually fall on deaf ears. It 
is remarkable that very few play- 
ers take up the whistle upon re- 
tirement from active participation 
on the field. 

The call is not likely to be heed- 
ed when these old players are 
given cause to believe that they 
may expect little ee eee 
from a crowd if their decisions do 
not give favor, little or no upport 
from a club when they carry out 
their duty and adverse criticism 
from their own fellows. 

Referees have ome of the best 
opportunities they are ever likely 
to get to assert their position, and 
if they do not care to ‘take it their 
right to sympathy will slump 
badly. ; 

Increased fees alone will not 
make proficient referees, or even 
induce new men to take up the 
work. What is required is sup- 
port in the deserved action of tak- 
ing steps to turn offensive “‘bar- 
rackers’”’ out of the ground. Thig 
element is noticeable in many of 
the games this season. The only 
way to become a popular referee 
would seem to be taking the line 
of least resistance and always 
give the club with the preponder- 
ance of “barrackers”’ the benefit 
of a doubt. Of course, there’ is a’ 


great deal of unsuspected sym- 
pathy with a hard-working body 
of men who generally come in for 
a heap of adverse remarks.
